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THE TRADE-MARK ON THE GOODS. 


\We are confronted with a growing evil—that 


of Substitution. lt was sired by Cut-Price and 


dammed by Ignorance. At a recent convention, one 


of the leading members rose to state that he be- 
lieved 50 per cent of the bidders in the plumbing 
and heating trades had no intention whatever oi 
adhering to the specifications. The low prices made 
were based on a gamble of being fortunate in work- 
ing cheap substitutes. He may have been high in 
his figuring, but it is certain that the evil is with us 
and its growth is a steady one. 

Substitution is only possible when the goods 
specihed have no identity beyond that of their pur- 
pose. [I am leaving out of the discussion any con- 
sideration of deliberate fraudulent substitution. We 
are considering only substitutes offered to the con- 
sumer, plumber, steam-fitter or jobber, offered at 
the same or less price on the “just as good” basis. 
You may be assured, however, that substitution is 
rarely made save for additional profit. 

The manufacturers’ trade-marks on all their 
products is one of the best remedies for substitu- 
tion-ills. (he manufacturers should strive to estab- 
lish firmly their identity on the goods they make. 
It is a most valuable asset in the business. There is 
a basic reason. People are fond of tracing the 
source of things. They want to know where they 
came from, how they originated, and many other 
things. Why? Because though the purpose of the 
goods or things 1s plain, the human mind is not 
satisfied unless it has invested them with person- 
ality. 

The manutacturers trade-mark gives person- 
ality to the product. It supplies it with a name 
and a permanent address. It 1s a credential of busi- 
ness-standing. It is a symbol of constant manu- 
facturing activity, accumulation of experience and 
practical knowledge. It is a seal of belief that the 
products will perform and-endure in performing. 
It is a tacit garantee of material, workmanship 


and efficiency.

The object of the stories just told is to show 
that people want the real thing. A mask may do 
for a fancy ball, but there is always a time set for 
the removal ot the mask. 

The nearer we can get to the fountainhead of 
commercial dealings, the less will we be troubled 
by substitutes, subterfuges, lies and delays. 

\s long as a manufacturer will manutacture 
goods on which he will place the name of any man 
who buys from him in certain quantities so long 
will he be defrauding himself of the asset of the 
qualityv-confidence gained by his goods. He 1s a 
man whose goods change their name from town to 
town. Tf business relationships ceased in any one 
gv 


locality, his goods would immediately have no 


business-standing. The trade-mark on the goods 
should be their manufacturers’ pride and safeguard. 

for protection against detective material or 
workmanship, the plumber and steam-fitter is best 
served by the goods bearing the manufacturers’ 
trade-snarks. If the plumber and steam-fitter wishes 
to give the proper garantees to his customers, he 
himself must be confident of the quality of the 
manufactured product he has purchased and 1s in- 
stalling. The man who will boldly stamp his name 
or trade-mark on everything he makes is the man 
to swear by and deal with. 

The writer was in a plumbing and _ heating 
establishment the other day at the time when a con- 
tract was being closed for a complete residence-in- 
stallation. 

“Will you garantee everything for one year?” 
asked the customer?” 

“Make out any term of years you want,” satd 
the man. “I know the goods I buy; I know the 
work I do. I am selling you the best quality of 
both and stand behind their operative efficiency. 


My contract bears my trade-mark; my goods bear 


theirs. Wear and tear and foolishness are all that 


you will ever have to pay for.” 
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Goods without their manufacturer’s trade- 
marks offer too many loop-holes for substitution, 
imitation and contractor’s juggling. 

The manufacturer should insist on hts trade- 
mark being on all his products if he takes any pride 
in their manufacture and has any confidence in their 
efficiency and durability. 

The jobber should insist on goods bearing their 
manufacturers’ trade-marks. He knows then that 
the manufacturer and his plant stand openly at the 
back of the goods. Their reputation accrues to him 
in their handling. The greater the use of the goods 
the more the confidence placed in him as accredited 
representative of their manutacturers. \Vhether he 
sees fit to have his name on the goods also or not 
is immaterial. It is a debatable point as to the ad- 
vantages gained by so doing, and good men are to 
be found on opposite sides of the debating-ground 
on this question. Certainly there should be no pos- 
sible false inference allowed as to the real manu- 
facturer. 

Lord Justice James in 1880 set forth in unmis- 
takable language a trade-mark opinion which has 
been hailed as a classic expression, a base for all 
trade-mark interpretation since it was uttered. He 
said: 

“NO MAN is entitled to present his goods as 
being the goods of another man, and no man is 
permitted to use any mark, sign or symbol, device 
or means, whereby, WITHOUT MAKING A DI- 
RECT FALSE REPRESENTATION HIMSELF 
to a purchaser from him, he enables such purchaser 
to tell a lie or to make a false representation to 
somebody else who is the ULTIMATE CONSU- 
MER.” 

Napoleon said: “The only way of learning the 
science of war is to read and re-read the campaigns 
of the great campaigners.” In-the same way, the 
study of the methods of the most successful man- 
uacturers, jobbers, plumbers and steamfitters, re- 
veals a vigorous adherence to trade-mark stamped 
goods, behind which forever stand all the pride, the 
knowledge, the experience and the good will of 
those who manufacture them. 

The plumber and steam-fitter should give pret- 
erence at all times to the products bearing their 
manufacturers’ trade-marks, efficiency and dura- 
bility being equal. 

Manufacturers’ trade-marks on goods make for 
standardization, business-stability, quality of ma- 
terial, perfection of workmanship and design, 
profit-making prices and a greater harmony of 
business-understanding between all engaged in the 
manufacture, handling and installing of the goods. 
Do you want these things? For greatest safety, 
then, give preference to goods bearing their manu- 
facturers’ trade-marks.

THE GAS DOES NOT GIVE GOOD LIGHT. 


ditor “Domestic Engineering’:—The jets in a building 
that has just been piped do not seem to give the proper 
amount of light. What can I do about the matter? 

“Gas Jets.” 

This might depend upon several things: such as too 
small pipes, water in the pipes, or trapped pipes. As you 
say that the job has just been piped, the chances are that 
some other reason prevails. We should tmagine that 
the pressure might be too great. You'can tell this if the 
gas 1s forced out of the burner with considerable noise and 
a blue flame prevails instead of the proper one. Under 
such conditions, the gas is thrown so far into the air that 
itis similar to a Bunsen Hame and little light results. The 
thine to do would be to reduce the pressure. 

The ordinary gas-tip is wasteful in the extreme, as you 
will find out if you experiment with some of the burners 
having mantles. A month’s test, with the mantles and 
then without them, will show you just the difference in 
the size of your gas bills, not to mention the added con- 
venience from the superior light afforded where the man- 
tles are used. 

If the gas jets smoke, it is because the size of the outer 


surface of the flame is too small and it fails to take up 





the oxygen from the air rapidly enough to oxidize the 
carbon as fast as it 1s forced to the outer edge of the 
dame. What fails to be used passes into the air as smoke. 
This can be cured by getting more pressure on the gas, 
Yr increasing the area of the flame.

\ moderate pressure applied to the system causes a 
quicker circulation because the water (under pressure) 
seems to act quicker. Any one with much experience in 
hot-water heating knows that it is a wise idea to get the 
expansion tank as high as possible, on an open job. Why? 
To increase the pressure. T am certain that some of tnese 
pressure appliances do the work that they are claimed to 
do, because | have seen them work on both old and new 
lf the questioner doubts this, the quickest, 
easiest and most convincing manner in which to prove it 1s 


heating jobs. 


for him to use some of the generators on his work, fol- 
lowing strictly the directions given by the makers. A 
smalier quantity of water at a higher temperature and cir- 
culating several times faster, is more effective than a 
larger quantity moving sluggishly. An appliance put on 
to a slow circulation will quicken it very perceptibly and 
cause radiators to heat well that have hardly ever been 
hot before. I do not believe in cutting the radiation too 
much, unless I know exactly where I am at. Piping has 
heen run too large for many years. That point does not 
need any argument or explanation.

Editor “Domestic Engineering”:—A man, usually, does 
not realize fully the value of a good reputation, nor just 
what a full line of credit means, until he attempts to go 
into business for himself with a limited amount of cash 
at his disposal.

Does he do it on the plumber’s 
reputation generally? He does not. He has a cinch on 
the goods and the work, and if there is any profit the 
“silent” (?) partner gets his, and our friend takes the 
leavings. With a reputation, the plumber might have 
started for himself. Some do, but they have been wel! 
known and showed that they deserved the credit, or they

AN ARTIFICIAL RAIN SYSTEM.

S SO Neavily 
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\nybody who makes two blades of grass grow, where 
only one grew before ts credited with being a benefactor 
to the human race. Therefore, he who makes vegetable 
growth continuously possible, where previously it was 
scant or intermittent should also receive praise. I. 
Olsson, New York City, purposes to do this by means of 
his newly invented artificial rain system. 

Plumbers and water-supply engineers will be interested 
to know that this system uses a piping equipment, re 
quiring their practical skill and that increased crops will 
mean new residences and consequent plumbing and steam 
hitting. This life is an endless circle. If we can stimu- 
late production everybody eventually benefits 

\ll we can do is to outline the system generally, as a 
study of the illustrations in the literature is necessary in 
order to accurately comprehend the simplicity and flexibil- 
itv of the Olsson devices. Imagine to yourself dealing 
with a large area to be watered.

Massachusetts. 


South Framingham.—The plumbing contract for the 
big plant of the Ames Plow Co., and for the new factory 
building being erected for the Carr Fastener Co., have 
been awarded to James P. Welsh & Co. 

Palmer.—The contract for remodelling the heating plant 
in the Thorndike school building has been awarded to 
Ducey & Keir. 

Boston.—The threatened strike of journeymen plumb- 
ers which was to have gone into effect on August 1, has 
not yet materialized, and conferences are still on between 
the union and the master plumbers. 

Wakefield.—Bids have been received by the school com- 
mittee for installing eight closets and doing other plumb- 
ing work in the Warren school, but the contract has not 
yet been placed. Two sets of bids have already been 
received, the first set having been all rejected. 

Boston.—Acting Mayor Collins has approved a con- 
tract with J. J. Stephan for repair work on the heating ap- 
paratus in various school buildings in the city, the con- 
tract ranging something over $2,000. There were num- 
erous bidders for the work including the Sherman Heat- 
ing Co., Finn Bros., and the Felton-Turner Co. 

Dalton —New heating apparatus is being installed in 
the Center and Craneville school houses. The work in 
the latter is being done by Ford & Parker and in the 
Center building by H. R. Messenger. New drinking 
fountains are also being installed in the buildings. 

Worcester—A Worcester firm, Norcross Brothers & 
(Co, were the lowest bidders for the plumbing work in 
connection with the Columbus Memorial which is to 
stand in front of the new Union station in Washington 
but it is not likely that they will accept the plumbing 
alone as the firm is primarily building contractors. On 
seneral construction work their bid was not the lowest. 

Medford.—Bids for plumbing the new Osgood school 
building have been received by Mayor Taylor but the con- 
tract has not been placed. William P. Kane offered 
to do the work for $1,180, Page & Curtin for $1,262 and 
David Craig for $1,375. The heating bids, seven in num- 
ber, ranged from $3,037 by Huey Bros., to $3,700 by 
Nichols & Brown. 

Brockton.—At a meeting of the committee on public 
property held recently bids were received for heating 
and ventilating the four room addition to the Lincoln 
school.

Foundry iron is perhaps in slightly better demand on 
account of the activity of some iron foundries, but the 
general pig-iron market is not as active as a week ago, 
due principally to a slowing down in the demand for 
finished steel. It is assumed that the Steel Corporation 
is Operating to about 70 per cent of its capacity, and the 
independent to slightly less. This falling off is about 
3 per cent compared to the previous week. It is worthy 
of note that the Steel Corporation has been producing 
at the rate of 76 per cent in the last fortnight, which 
means a yearly production of 14,300,000 tons. The record 
production of the company was 14,100,000 tons in 1910. 
The total production of pig-iron in the first half of the 
year was 11,760,000 tons, a falling off compared with the 
same period, last year 1907 and 1906. 

The investigation of the U. S. Steel Corporation by the 
Stanley Committee was continued in New York last 
week. Prominent men such as Charles Schwab and 
Theodore Roosevelt were examined, but the testimonies 
brought out gave little that was new. The real facts 
brought out by this investigation have Leen surprisingly 
few.
